'Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Third  Annual  Report  on 
.the  Health  and  Sanitation  of  your  District. 

Vital  Statistics. 


Population :  Census  1891,  7,212  ;  Census  1901,  6,809  1 
^estimated  to  middle  of  1904,  6,684. 

During  the  year  119  Births  and  90  Deaths  have  been 
registered  in  the  District.  Five  of  these  deaths  occurred  in 
the  Union  Workhouse,  Uppingham,  among  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  District.  Together  with  three  other  deaths 
in  that  institution  they  are  accredited  to  the  parishes  in  which 
the  patients  respectively  resided  prior  to  admission.  I  received 
no  record  of  the  death  in  any  other  public  institution  of  any 
person  belonging  to  your  District.  Due  enquiry  was  made  at 
the  Leicester  and  Stamford  Infirmaries. 

There  were  twenty  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  thirty-five  in  persons  of  65  years  and  upwards.

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With  the  single  exception  of  the  figure  published  for  1903, 
the  Birth  Rate  is  the  lowest  so  far  recorded  in  your  District. 
The  gross  Death  Rate,  13-4,  is  slightly  below  the  average  for 
the  decennium  as  is  also  the  Zymotic  Death  Rate.  Both 
figures  compare  very  favourably  with  those  published  for 
Rural  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  Measles  and  one  from  Whoop¬ 
ing  Cough  at  Uppingham.  There  was  one  fatal  case  of 
Diarrhoea  at  North  Luffenham. 

I  record  four  deaths  from  Enteritis,  three  of  which  were 
at  Uppingham.  Six  cases  of  Iufluenza,  four  being  at  Upping¬ 
ham,  proved  fatal. 


Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  is  accountable  for  six  deaths,  four  of  which 
were  caused  by  Consumption.  I  have  in  previous  reports 
directed  attention  to  the  advisability  of  applying  the  principles 
of  preventive  medicine  to  all  ascertainable  cases  of  this  disease. 
The  first  step  in  the  application  of  preventive  measures  is  the 
localization  of  cases,  and  I  would  therefore  ask  you  to  seriously 
consider  the  expedience  of  making  Consumption  voluntarily 
notifiable  within  your  District.  The  necessary  instructions  as 
to  its  infectivity  and  as  to  the  precautions  necessary  to  prevent 
its  spread  could  then  be  given  to  the  precise  persons  who  par 
excellence  need  them,  namely,  to  the  patients  themselves. 
Notification  should  be  voluntary  and  should  in  every  instance 
lead  to  the  application  of  the  preventive  measures  now  generally 
adopted  in  those  Districts  where  the  disease  is  already  notifiable. 
It  should,  when  the  patient  so  desired,  be  absolutely  confidential. 
The  actual  cost  in  notification  fees  would  be  trivial,  say  ten 
shillings  a  year,  and  the  further  cost  of  printing  instructions, 
issue  of  soap  and  disinfectants  and  the  necessary  appliances  for 
dealing  with  infected  sputum  would  be  inconsiderable. 
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The  lighting,  ventilation,  cleanliness,  and  general  sanitation 
of  cottages  in  which  Consumptives  reside  should  receive  the 
strictest  attention.  The  patients  themselves  and  members  of 
their  families  should  be  taught  to  observe  the  simple  pre¬ 
cautionary  measures  now  known  to  be  so  essential  in  dealing 
with  this  disease 

I  would  ask  you  to  approach  the  County  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  with  a  view  to  securing  stricter  sanitation  in  village 
schools,  and  inducing  the  inculcation  of  the  rudiments  of 
hygiene  in  the  rising  generation.  Children  should,  at  the  very 
least,  be  taught  to  regard  the  objectionable  habit  of  coughing 
in  each  other’s  faces  and  the  equally  pernicious  practice  of 
promiscuous  spitting  not  only  as  prejudicial  to  the  public 
health,  but  as  a  certain  sign  of  bad  breeding. 

Other  Causes  of  Death. 

I  record  fifteen  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and 
Pleurisy  ;  ninefrom  diseases  of  the  Heart  and  one  from  Appen¬ 
dicitis.  Cancer  caused  one  death.  There  were  two  fatal 
.accidents,  and  one  death  is  attributable  to  Alcohol. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. 

Only  eleven  notifications  have  been  received  during  the  year, 
viz.,  seven  cases  of  Erysipelas  and  four  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
Two  of  the  latter  occurred  at  North  Luffenham,  one  at  South 
Luffenham,  and  one  at  Uppingham.  In  Uppingham  I  saw 
several  cases  which  closely  simulated  Scarlatina.  They 
belonged  to  a  category  of  infectious  cases  tentatively  termed 
“  Fourth  Disease.” 

Disinfection. 

Fumigation  with  Formalin  is  the  only  method  available  in 
your  district  for  the  disinfection  of  rooms,  clothing,  and 
bedding,  Although  this  was  introduced  in  lieu  of  Sulphur  at 
my  own  instigation  and  is  doubtless  the  most  efficacious 
fumigant  procurable,  I  have  to  point  out  that  reliable  and 
.efficient  disinfection  cannot  be  secured  solely  by  fumigation. 
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In  most  of  the  districts  for  which  I  am  Health  Officer,  spraying 
with  a  solution  of  formic  aldehyde  is  now  used  in  lieu  of,  or,  as 
a  rule,  in  addition  to,  fumigation,  for  it  is  conclusively  estab¬ 
lished  that  the  efficient  disinfection  of  rooms  demands  the  direct 
application  of  an  efficient  germicide  solution.  One  excellent 
portable  sprayer  can  be  obtained  for  £7  2s.,  and  I  would  ask 
you  to  secure  one  for  your  district.  Even  spraying  cannot, 
however,  be  solely  relied  upon  ;  for  the  precise  articles,  beds, 
mattresses,  the  patient’s  clothing,  which  are  most  prone  to 
retain  infection,  can  only  be  efficiently  sterilized  by  means  of 
steam.  A  reliable  machine  for  the  application  of  current 
steam  combined  with  Formalin  can  now  be  obtained  at  from. 
£ 2 5  to  /*35  and  would  be  a  great  sanitary  acquisition  in  your 
district.  Should  cases  of  Small  Pox  occur  you  would  probably 
be  obliged,  in  its  absence,  to  expend  more  than  its  cost  in  com¬ 
pensation  for  articles  burnt. 

School  Closure. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles  the  Council  School  at 
Seaton  was  closed  under  my  advice  for  six  weeks,  viz.,  from 
1st  February  to  14th  March.  The  same  disease  gave  rise  to 
closure  at  Belton  in  November.  An  epidemic  of  Mumps  at 
Wing,  having  reduced  the  attendance  by  some  sixty  per  cent.,. 
I  advised  school  closure  from  January  nth  to  February  1st. 

An  inspection  of  the  Fyddington  School  revealed  a  sorry 
state  of  insanitation,  which  was  reported  to  you  early  in  June 
and  promptly  dealt  with.  The  insanitation  and  uncleanliness 
of  many  of  the  schools  in  Rutland  is  a  matter  calling  for  the 
serious  consideration  of  the  County  Council’s  Education  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  necessity  for  school  closure  in  respect  of  non- 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  is  not  infrequently  attributable  to 
the  negligence  of  parents  in  concealing  an  initial  case  and 
further  to  the  fact  that  even  when  known  to  the  school 
authorities,  no  information  reaches  me  until  I  receive  a  letter 
stating  that  the  attendance  has  fallen,  say  thirty  per  cent.,  and 
asking  for  a  certificate  advising  closure.  I  always  grant  a 
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certificate  in  such  cases,  knowing  well  in  many  instances  that 
were  it  not  for  the  abolition  of  the  Epidemic  Grant  (Sect,  ioi*) 
from  the  Education  Code,  there  would  be  no  need  to  ask  for  it. 

I  would  ask  you  to  authorize  arrangements  being  entered  into 
with  school  authorities  for  the  receipt  of  information  as  to  such 
cases  of  infectious  disease  as  come  to  the  knowledge  of  teachers 
and  attendance  officers.  Necessary  forms  should  be  supplied 
for  this  purpose.  I  regard  it  as  important  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  should  be  in  touch  with  all  infectious  cases  known 
at  the  schools  in  order  that  he  may  take  proper  precautions 
and  communicate  with  me  when  necessary. 

General  Sanitation  of  the  District. 

You  are  fortunate  in  having  secured  the  services  of  an 
Inspector  who  has  not  only  a  sound  knowledge  of  his  duties 
but  who  is  keenly  alive  to  the  requirements  of  a  district 
which,  notwithstanding  a  record  year  for  sanitary  improve¬ 
ments,  is  still  far  from  sanitary.  The  appended  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  furnishes  statistical  details  as  to  various 
matters  which  have  received  attention  during  the  year.  I 
regret,  however,  that  the  advice  contained  in  my  last  Annual 
Report  as  to  the  unnecessary  and  readily  preventible  pollution 
of  rivers  by  sewage  effluents  has  not,  in  so  far  as  I  am  aware, 
been  abated  in  one  single  instance.  The  main  effluents  from 
some  of  the  villages  in  your  district  could  be  efficiently  purified, 
a  cost  which  would  not  be  felt  by  the  ratepayers,  and  I  am 
astonished  to  find  that  the  County  Council,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
protect  these  rivers  from  pollution,  has  taken  no  steps  what¬ 
ever  in  the  matter.  I  am  powerless  to  act  myself.  I  can 
but  advise,  and  am  prepared,  in  conjunction  with  your  Sur¬ 
veyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  to  deal  with  a  number  of 
effluents  whose  continued  discharge  into  ditches  and  rivulets, 
without  any  treatment  whatever,  is  a  matter  requiring  more 
attention  from  both  District  and  County  Council  than  it  has 
heretofore  received. 
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In  the  town  of  Uppingham  the  sewage  effluent  is  efficiently 
.attended  to,  and  the  sewage  farm  is  systematically  supervised. 
Now  that  an  ample  supply  of  water  is  available  flushing  of  the 
sewers  is  carried  out  twice  a  week.  Two  hydrant  stand-posts 
have  been  erected  and  both  flushing  and  street-watering  are 
done  more  thoroughly  than  was  heretofore  possible.  One 
excellent  source  of  flushing  is,  however,  in  large  measure  lost. 
I  allude  to  the  School  Swimming  Bath,  the  water  from  which 
could  readily  be  diverted  to  the  principal  sewers  by  means  of 
penstocks.  The  sewer  ventilation  has  received  considerable 
attention  during  the  past  three  years.  There  are  points,  how¬ 
ever,  at  which  additional  columns  are  desirable  in  lieu  of  the 
narrow  and  tortuous  so-called  shafts  which,  when  not  choked 
up  with  rust,  are  presumed  to  assist  in  sewer  ventilation.  Too 
much  attention  cannot  be  given  to  the  general  sanitation  of  so 
important  an  educational  centre.  There  are  still  many  insani¬ 
tary  properties  in  the  town,  which  should  be  rectified.  One 
matter,  too,  requiring  rectification  and  on  which  I  have  hereto¬ 
fore  advised,  is  the  defective  nature  of  a  number  of  road-gullies 
which  are  structurally  unadapted  for  the  efficient  sealing  of 
sewer  gas. 

At  North  and  South  Luffenham  about  eighty  yards  of 
new  sewer  has  been  laid,  the  adjoining  houses,  which  had  pre¬ 
viously  been  undrained,  being  connected  and  efficient  ventila¬ 
tion  provided. 

Some  seventy  yards  of  new  sewer  is  in  progress  at  Morcott 
in  order  that  several  cottages  may  be  properly  drained 

My  remarks  on  sewage-disposal  are  applicable  to  the  village 
of  Wing,  whose  sewerage  has  been  improved  by  the  substitu¬ 
tion  of  trapped  road-gullies  for  open  gratings,  and  by  the 
■erection  of  two  ventilating  shafts. 

Water  Supply. 

Three  houses  in  Uppingham  have  had  the  public  supply 
substituted  for  wells  and  six  have  had  flushing  tanks  provided 
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for  sanitary  purposes.  I  would  urge  you  to  insist  on  proper 
flushing  tanks  in  all  cases  where  the  public  supply  is  available 
hand-flushiug  being  in  the  majority  of  instances  inadequate 
owing  partly  to  negligence  and  in  part  also  to  the  unsealing  of 
traps  which  commonly  results. 

I  analysed  and  condemned  four  samples  of  water,  two  being 
from  Ridlington,  a  village  whose  past  health  record  includes  a 
severe  outbreak  of  Enteric  Fever  attributed  to  pollution  of 
wells. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds 

There  are  38  registered  in  the  district,  all  of  which  have  been 
inspected.  Several  notices  have  been  served  in  order  to  insure 
compliance  with  the  statutory  provisions.  The  importance  of 
strict  supervision,  especially  as  regards  the  larger  dairy-farms* 
cannot  be  over-estimated.  Regulations  under  Sect.  13  of  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order  were  made  in  1899. 
The  strictest  cleanliness  should,  in  every  case,  be  insisted  upon. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

These  are  on  the  whole  well  kept,  and  the  systematic  cleans¬ 
ing,  limewashing,  and  removal  of  offal,  receive  the  strict  atten¬ 
tion  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector.  I  would  direct  attention  to 
the  importance  of  excluding  dogs  from  the  vicinity  of  rural 
slaughter-houses  ;  for  effectual  precautions  in  this  direction 
would  cause  an  appreciable  reduction  in  the  percentage  of 
“sturdy”  or  “giddy”  sheep.  This  should  be  impressed 
clearly  on  all  butchers  in  your  district,  and  the  precaution  is, 
of  course,  doubly  necessary  after  sheep  of  this  class  have  been 
slaughtered. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

The  statutory  provisions  have  received  strict  attention. 
There  are  on  the  register  21  Bakehouses,  which  are  on  the 
whole  fairly  well  kept.  Nuisances,  chiefly  with  reference  to 
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want  of  limewashing  and  cleansing,  were  abated  in  ten  instances. 
There  are  eight  other  workshops,  in  only  one  of  which  was  it 
found  necessary  to  abate  any  nuisance. 

There  are  in  the  district  j  7  “  Workplaces  ”  and  18  Slaughter¬ 
houses.  The  former  number  is  somewhat  arbitrary,  and 
includes  stable-yards,  carpenters’  and  builders’  yards  and  job- 
masters’.  To  be  candid,  I  am  quite  unable  to  extract  from  the 
statute  what  a  “  workplace  ”  really  is.  The  statute,  however, 
scarcely  affects  so  rural  a  district.  There  are  no  underground 
bakehouses,  there  are  only  two  outworkers,  and  the  one 
important  “  Factory  is  a  steam-laundry  employing  17  hands. 
The  Act  is,  however,  a  great  sanitary  gain  in  the  more  densely 
populated  manufacturing  districts.  The  appended  returns  are 
supplied  in  accordance  with  instructions  from  H.M.  Chief 
Inspector  of  Factories,  by  whom  it  has  been  designed  in  order 
to  secure  uniformity  in  the  presentation  of  such  particulars  as 
lend  themselves  to  statistical  treatment. 

I  subjoin  the  synoptic  tables  required  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board.

REPORT. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
GRETTON  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanita¬ 
tion  of  the  Gretton  Rural  District,  I  have  pleasure  in  directing 
attention  to  the  immunity  which  your  population  has  enjoyed 
from  fatal  cases  of  zymotic  disease.  I  record  34  births  and  24 
deaths,  three  of  the  latter  occurring  in  the  Union  Workhouse, 
Uppingham.  It  is  satisfactory  also  to  report  that  only  one 
death  occurred  among  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 
Nineteen  of  the  deaths  were  in  persons  of  65  years  and 
upwards.

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  29  ,,  Births 

One  infant  died  of  Enteritis,  and  one  fatal  case  of  Appen¬ 
dicitis  is  recorded.  One  death  was  caused  by  Cancer. 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  are  responsible  for  four  deaths,  and 
diseases  of  the  Heart  also  proved  fatal  in  four  instances. 

Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. 

With  the  exception  of  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  an 
isolated  farm  house  in  Laxton,  your  District  enjoyed  immunity. 
The  cases,  which  were  of  a  trivial  type,  were  imported  from 
Bulwick,  where  the  children  attended  school,  and  where  an 
epidemic  prevailed  during  February  and  March.  They  were 
initially  returned  as  diphtheria,  which  they  appear  to  have 
closely  simulated,  the  characteristic  rash  being  evanescent  or 
absent  in  the  majority. 

Sanitation  of  the  District. 

I  would  ask  that  this  Report  be  read  in  conjunction  with 
that  which  I  am  presenting  to  the  Council  for  the  adjoining 
District  of  Uppingham.  The  sanitary  administration  in  the 
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two  Districts  is  essentially  identical,  and  the  recommendations 
contained  in  my  Uppingham  Report  are,  save  in  so  far  as  they 
refer  to  specifically  mentioned  parishes,  equally  applicable  to' 
the  Gretton  Rural  District. 

The  statistical  record  in  the  appended  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  only  refers  to  matters  duly  entered  in  his  journal. 
With  a  view  to  protecting  wells  from  contamination,  about  180' 
yards  of  new  sewer  is  being  laid  at  Gretton  in  lieu  of  stone 
sewers  which  have  heretofore  done  duty.  A  number  of  new 
drains  have  been  laid  on  premises  previously  undrained,  and 
trapped  gullies  have  in  several  instances  been  substituted  for 
insanitary  catch-pits. 

Gretton  and  Harringworth  Schools  are  about  to  undergo 
much  needed  structural  alterations.  I  would  especially  direct 
attention  to  my  remarks  under  the  heading  of  School  Closure 
in  my  Uppingham  Report,  and  also  to  my  recommendations 
as  to  the  desirability  of  teaching  rudimentary  principles  of 
hygiene  to  school  children. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

There  is  in  the  District  one  clothing  manufactory  employing 
27  hands.  There  are  6  bakehouses,  6  “  work-places, ’’  and  4 
slaughter-houses. 

All  are  regularly  inspected  and  efficiently  supervised. 

I  append  the  statistical  tables  required  by  the  Home  Office 
and  Local  Government  Board.
